Proportional Representation, With: 
Preferential Ballot and Direct Legis 
lation, Leading Planks In Program. 


Proportional repregentation and a 
preferential ballot “in “single member 
constituencies is ‘the ’first plank in the 
U. F. A. provincial platform drawn up 
by a special committee, which was in 
session all day Thursday and’ only 
completed its task late Friday night 
The organization supplements its 
platform by the following declaration 
of principles:

“Recognizing the rights of all citi- 
zens, believing that it is the duty of

MEDICINE HAT 


Medicine Hat, says the Winnipeg 
Tribune, is the meteorological centre 
of North America. The weather does 
not originate there, but the currents 
of the air and the mysterious forces 
which determine what the weather is 
to be have a way of first registering 
their impact upon present conditions 
at that spot. This has given Medi- 
cine Hat a position of importance in 
the meteorological ‘bureaus. 

The wind bloweth where it listeth 
and none can tell whence it cometh or 
whither it goeth, and this is true as 
to its origin and ultimate destination, 
but ‘by observations at Medicine Hat, 
fits immediate vagaries may be to 


some extent detected and prognosti- 
cated. 

There is perhaps a fitness in things 
that the place where the motions of 
man’s physical. environment are sub- 
ject to such valuable observation, 
should also bob up into fame as regis- 
tering some disturbance in his social 
and political environment. 

In regard to political meteorology a 
disturbance whose existence it is im- 
possible to ignore has been register- 
ed at Medicine Hat, in connection with 
which, the question of whence it 
cometh is not of nearly such great 
importance as that of whither it go- 
eth, and how far. 

The election in Medicine Hat re- 
sulted in as nearly a unanimous vote 
for Mr. Gardiner as it is possible to 
get in any constituency. This vote 
was given against a personally strong 
and popular candidate, as the compli- 
mentary vote given him in his home 
town abundantly testifies. 

The election is evidence of a popu- 
Jar upheaval in the West which it is 
fidie to say that any leader controls 
for the purposes of his group or par- 
ty. Mr. Crerar does not control the 
movement of which Medicine Hat is 
the evidence. The movement controls 
Mr. Crerar, and in seeming to’lead, he 
must follow or be set aside. 

The movement is one of _ revolt 
against reaction, and in favor of pro- 
gressive reform, but so far as it has 
gone, it is nebulous and without 
specific aims. For that very reason 
it is portentous. 

In Medicine Hat, for the first time, 
it/ has been cleared of extraneous 
trammels in its method of expression, 
and the result has been tremendous. 
But it has not yet anywhere been 
made specific in its purposes nor de- 
fined in what are to be its practical 
results. 

There never was a time in Canada 
when the call was more insistent for 
calm guidance and true leadership 
that the popular forces set free may 
be turned to the good of the Cana- 
dianh\ people as a whole, and not lose 
their-force in aimless upheavals 
which, failing of definite result, might 
easily become tragic in: their conse- 
quences. 
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THE EDUCATION OF RURAL 
SECRETARY-TREASURERS 


Canadian Municipal Journal: The 
annual report of the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs just pub- 
lished by Mr. J. H. Lamb, the new 
Deputy Minister, contained the item 
that throughout the province special 
meetings have been held at which in- 
formation relating to the municipal 
law was given to the secretary-treas- 
urers of the rural districts. This is 
surely a step in the right direction not 
only in the fact that the provincial 
authorities of Alberta are demon- 
strating their desire to help their 
more humble colleagues, but that all 
but four out of 168 rural district sec- 
Tetaries attended the meetings. If 
the other provinces would ‘but follow 
the example of Alberta, not. only 
would much legal expense be saved, 
but the municipal officials would be 
better fitted for their responsible 
duties. The average municipal secre- 
tary-treasurer in Canada is a much 
better informed man than his prede- 
cessors, though we think sometimes 
his council is not aware of the fact, as 
is evidenced in the tendency to treat 
him as a bookkeeper and nothing 
more. This is not conducive to a 
man giving of his best. The secretary- 
treasurer of the community should 
have every opportunity to augment 
his knowledge, and his council 
skould seek his advice more.

BRITISH MINING 
STRIKE SETTLED 


London, June 29.—The 94 days stop- 
page in the coal industry will end on 
Monday by a settlement reached yes- 
terday when the government agreed ‘to 
renew its offer of subsidy- of. £10,600,- 
000 to avert the hardships of the'next 
three months, because of necessary 
wage reductions, thereby conceding 
the one condition required by the min- 
ers in the settlement between the min- 
ers and the mine owners. By the terms 
of the new arrangement, a wage basis 
will come into effect for the next eigh- 
teen months, whereby the miners re- 
ceive 20 per cent above the pre-war 
scale of wages. A national board, with 
district boards, will be created repre- 
senting equally the miners and: mine 
owners, to regulate the rather complex 
system of profit sharing, under which 
83 per cent of the proceeds, after the 
payment of standard charges, wlil go 
to the miners in the shape of wages, 
and the remaining 17 per cent to the 
owners.

This tax is due and payable on July ist, 1921. 


1. There shall be assessed and collected in for the year one thousand 
nine Hundred and twenty-one, pursuant to the provisions of the said amend- 
ment, the taxes hereinafter and by the said amendment provided for, 


2. For the purposes of this by-law, any person shall be deemed to earn 
any sum herein mentioned when the gross income, wages or salary of such per- 
son for the three months preceding the day he or she is required by the 
Assessor to furnish the information required under the authority of the said 
amendment is one-fourth of the sums hereinafter mentioned. 


3. The amount of the service tax payable annually as provided by the said 


amendment shall be as follows:

Majesty's Allies shall not be liable to taxation. 


5. Any person liable to pay the tax herein mentioned who is not an em- 
ployee of any other person may pay the sum of $25.00 without making a return 


of income or earnings.

6. If the said tax of $25.00 be not paid by such person within thirty days 
from the date of the notice or request from the assessor provided for by the 
said amendment, then such person shall within three days thereafter fur- 
nish to the assessor a complete statement of his income or earnings. 


7. In cases where the service tax payable by an employee has been 
demanded of his or her employer, the employer may pay the tax so demanded 
in three equal monthly instalments, commencing with the next periodical pay- 
ment of wages or salary of the employee.’

HOT WEATHER) 


The following notes on_the precau- 
tions to be taken in shipipng. hogs in 
warm weather are of general interest 
to farmers at this season of the year.

Ridings Organized 
In-reply to a question as to -how 
many farmer: candidates there would 
likely be in the field, H. Higginboth- 


am, the general secretary of the U. F. 


A., informed .The Calgary Herald that 
at the present time there were 30 rid- 
ings which had been organized, or had 
announced their intention of organiz- 
ing during the next few .days. Provis- 
ion was made, he said, immediately 
following the annual convention in 
January last for the calling of provin- 
cial riding conventions in any  con- 
stituency«where 20 per cent. of the U. 
F¥.-A. locals Wished to have a conven- 
tion called. 

Only 18 conventions had been call- 


“led and were organized for provincial 


action when the announcement of .the 
election was made, The matter, how- 
ever, had been under consideration by 
most of the locals in the province and 
there were requests in from some loc- 
als in almost every constituency be- 
fore the election was announced. 

“The announcement ‘of the_election 


has speeded up action on the part of- 


U.F.A. locals,” said Mr. Higginboth- 
am, “with the result that altogether 
about 30 conventions have been called 
through the central office. Owing to 
the very short time between now and 
the election, the central office is ad- 
vising locals in territory where they 
have not organized that if they wish 
to do so they can get in touch with 
each other and arrange a convention 
by mutual agreement without waiting 
for a call from central office.” 
Rested With Locals 

Mr. Higginbotham further stated 
that the central office was, however, 
still calling conventions as the re- 
quisite number of requests came in, 
and that they were using the wire in 
order to save time. Action in pro- 
vincial politics, as in federal politics, 
rested entirely with the locals in each 
riding, and there was nothing to stop 
their organizing conventions and 
putting candidates in the field with- 
out waiting for the call from “the cen- 
tral office. 

The secretary said that there was 
one point upon which there had been 
a little confusion as to financing 
campaigns for the provincial house. 
Many of the locals appeared to be 
under the impression that clause 10 
of the Dominion Franchise Act had 
something to ‘do with provincial poll- 
tics. That, of course, was not the 
ease. U.F.A. locals wishing to  or- 
ganize for provincial political action 
were entirely at liberty to make their 
own arrangements in collecting and 
disbursing all funds ‘through their 
elected officers without assistance 
from the central office. :

OUR EXPORT BACON TRADE 


The value of Canada’s bacon ex- 
ports during 1920 was $34, 000,000. The 
killing of hogs in this country for the 
year ending March 31, 1920, amount- 
ed to 2,232,387 as compared with 650,- 
000.in Denmark and 878,465 in  Ire- 
land. he killings in Canada in 1912 
were 1,650; 000, in Denmark 2,084,786, 
and in ‘Treland 1,416,490. These figur- 
es show how enormously our trade 
in hog products has developed in re- 
cent years, and particularly during 
the war. The co-operation of all in- 
terested will be required to hold the 
trade at this high and gratifying 
point. The Live Stock Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
in recognition of this fact has arrang- 
ed in co-operation with the provincial 
departments to do its share in main- 
taining this trade. One step taken is 
the offering of attractive money priz- 
es to members of boys’ and girls’ 
pig clubs feeding the bacon type of 
hog and,vexhibiting at the local fairs. 
In addition to the prizes for quality, 
judgng competitions will be promot- 
ed. A related feature of the move- 
ment is stimulation of the community 
spirit as one of the chief factors in 
encouragng uniform and_ profitable 
production. A standard type of bacon 
hog throughout the Dominion is aimed 
at. Thorough-going co-operation is 
hoped for from all parties interested 
so that Canada will havens and 
improve its relations with a market 
that annually imports over 500,000,- 
0600 pounds of bacon.

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THE GAMBLING HABIT 
All the Protestant churches have 
denounced the gambling habit in

He does not pose as a moral re- 
former, wishing to bring into opera- 
tion some social theory, but bases his 
convictions on his many years’ experi- 
ence as a police magistrate when he 
says: 

“TI have always had the strongest 
objection to gambling in any form. 


I do not know any vice (I use the, 


term advisedly) that is more danger- 
ous to the community or the individu- 
al. -‘Bettfng on horse races, on cards, 
on gambling stocks, etc., if followed 
till middle age, will sap the moral tone 
of anyone,.and I know of no influence 
more powerful in ruining the charac- 
ter and creating more crime than 
this. I have seen in my long career 
the ruin and trouble that has been 
caused to so many poor fellows who 
have drifted into crime through this 
failing, for it is usually a-case of 
drifting, and this makes it more in- 
sidious.” 

Young men and young women who 
think they can persist in gambling on 
cards, cock fights, races, stocks, or 
anything else, «vithout destroying 
their charaeter, are under a great de- 
lusion. It is an attempt to get some- 
thing for nothing. A clear gain for 
one is a dead loss for someone clre. 
To win is to be tempted to venture 
again deeper than ever, and a loss 
means a loan, and too often a thatt, 
in a desperate effort to regain that 
which was lost.

FOURTH SEMI-MONTHLY 
CROP REPORT 


Department of Argiculture, 

Edmonton, June 29th, 1921. 

Crop conditions generally through- 
out the province are in fairly satis- 
factory condition. The month of June 
has been rather dry over most of the 
province. Nearly every part has been 
visited by local showers, ‘but there 
has been no steady rain to saturate 
the ground. Conditions in Grande 
Prairie and Peace River districts are 
exceptionally good, this territory 
having had more rain than any other 
part of the province. The Grande 
Prairie correspondent reports that 
the prospect for a crop is the best in 
the history of the district at this time 
of the year. The remainder of the 
province is all in need of rain at the 
present time. The north central por- 
tion has had sufficient scattered show- 
ers to keep the crops growing and in 
certain areas of this district ‘there is 
sufficient moisture to carry the crop 
for some time. In the more southerly 
districts moisture has been very short 
for a period of about two weeks ex- 
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ceptina few parts where local show- 
ers have fallen. Over a consid¢érable - 
area the dry weather has been of suf- 

ficient duration to injure the crop. 

However, if moisture was to come 

within the next week there is still a 

chance: for a good crop in most dis- 

tricts. On account of the cool dry 

spring hay will pe short. A consider- 

able amount of wheat is already shot. | 
This is an early record for grain be- 

ing in head particularly for the nor- 

thern sections. 

Grasshoppers have hatched in large 
numbers throughout the south and 
central portions of the province and 
some have been reported as_ far 
north as High Prairie. In all cases 
farmers are energetically fighting the 
pest, consequently there is no great 
danger of serious damage being done 
and there has been practically no loss 
up to the present time. Cutworms 
have been prevalent over limited 
areas in the south but the period in 
which they do damage is now past, 
and much of the crop destroyed has 
been re-seeded to green feed. Soil 
drifting has caused very little dam- 
age and crops are sufficiently far ad- 
vanced now that no loss from this 
source is anticipated this year.
